Remarkadle Frequency of Serioms and
Fatal Accidents in Livingston.

OPENING OF THE SCHOOLS

Marriages, Threshing Operations
and Other Interesting Events of
Recent Occurrence In the
City and Vicinity.

LivixGsT o, Sept. 16.-The Livingston
public schools will be open for the forth-
roming school year of '03-'"4 on next
Monday morning, under the able superin-
tendency of Prof. H. C. Ostien, whose
reconrd as a public instructor and prinei-
pal secured for him his reengagement by
& unanimous vole of the Livingston school
board. This ecity has just cause to be
proud of her free public school institu-
tions. Few cities in the state can boast
of better educational facilities vouchsafed
the rising generation. With three com-
modious school buildings and a corps of
competent teachers, Livingston lays claim
to being one of the recognized educe-
tional centers of Montana. Professor
Oustien will bo assisted in his school work
by Misses McDermott, George, Stevens,
Conway, Blackmer, Slater and Mrs.

Within
three months three persons have been
dragged to death by saddle horses, and
what may prove to be the fourth victim
is lying ot his home in this city in a state
of partial consciousness. Last Thursday
evening while Frank Vaughn, a li-year-
old son of Mrs. Scott Delaney, was riding
& horse at the Fubrman ranch on the
upper Yellowstone, he was thrown off and
dragged about 300 yards, his foot having
caught in the stirrup strap. The lad was
picked up in a bruised and unconscious
condition and brought to this city. He is

from concussion of the brain,
and although he has had moments of
sem| consciousness, he has not spoken n
word since the mccident occurred. The
fact of his having lived so many hours in
his present state leads the attending
physician to place the patient’s chances
of life and death at about an even ratio.

Eleanor, the 7-year-old daughter of Mr,
and Mrs. Thomas Carter, had a narrow
escape from a violent death at the family
ranch resid a few miles south of the
city last Thursday evening. A horse used
in snaking logs had strayed a little dis-
tance from the place where men were en-
gaged in constructing a log granery, and
the little girl went after the animal.
